She Is Postmistress at the Little Prai­ 
rie Hamlet and Her House is Built 
of Sod 
Recollections ot Her 
Brother, the Plainsman. 


A correspondent of the Chicago He .: I 
ord give* the following interesting, 
b ut in many respects incorrect re mi- j 
niscences of the famous Wild Bill: one j 
i of the b ravest characters of the many 
who have made the western plains 
famous.

i photograph of “ Wild Bill’s” monument

VISIT TO THE i ’RAlHIK HOME. 


A recent v i s i t was made b y a Record 
correspondent to the typical prairie 
home of Mrs. Barnes, which is located 
on a little stream called Sappa creek. 
As the reporter approached the place 
several b arb -wire fences were encount­ 
ered. 
Barb ed-wire gates are awkward 
and unruly things to handle, and b y an 
inexperienced person, on a cold day, 
they are particularly so. 
When with, 
in a hundred yards of the house three 
dogs, one of them a large St. Bernard, 
came out, harking. 
T he b arking oi 
the dogs b rought Mrs. Barnes to tie 
door. 
“ Come hack here, 
Banker!” 
she 
called to the St. Bernard. 
“ Don’t b e 
afraid, sir: he won’t b ite you. Banker, 
keep still! \ ou ought to b e ashamed!” 
The house is half sod and half dug- 
out. 
Years of exposure to the frolic 
some Kansas weather have left their 
imprint upon the sod walls, showing 
irregular walls, striped with streaks 
of yellow clay » which the rain has 
washed from the roo'. 
T he walls are 
two feet and a half thick, effectually 
shutting out the winter's cold and the 
summer's heat. 
The house faces the 
south, and it is a 
ramb ling struc­ 
ture with a recent addition ou the east 
revealed b y the newness of the sod. 
Back of the house the land slopes away 
to the creek b ank, while to the south 
the smooth level prairie extends for a 
quarte r of a mile almost as level as a 
i floor. 


INSIDE THE DUGOl T. 
To enter the house the visitor goes 
, down a flight of steps, made of rudely 
shaped slab s of limestone rock, worn 
j into hollows, where the many feet have 
‘ shuffled up and down. 
At the b ottom 
is a plain pine door. 
Inside the visitoi 
forgets that he is in a sod house.

Who ev er v isits the Lo ndo n To wer 
may enjo y a v eritable feast o f swo rds, 
bu t amid the nu mberless array o f weap 
o ns there are o ne o r two that are espe­ 
cially wo rthy o f no tice. 
There is the 
swo rd o f state, which is girt o n the 
mo narch’s side after his ano inting at 
the impo sing ceremo ny o f co ro natio n, 
which girding i« mo re ho no red in the 
breach, o ne wo u ld su ppo se, when the 
mo narch is a lady . 
The swo rd is first 
co nsecrated by th e primate, and by him 
handed to the lo rd chamberlain, who 
c om p le tes tin' fu nctio n. If is a two hand 
ed weapo n, with rich deco ratio ns o n hilt 
and po mmel and scabbard. 
Of scarcely 
less impo rtance is the ’ ‘swo rd o f mercy , 
bo rne befo re the so v ereign in the co ro ­ 
natio n pro cessio n. This swo rd is named 
Cu rtana, bu t tho u gh u ndo u btedly v ery 
ancient if ran hardly claim to be tin 
o riginal Cu rtana fo rged by the famo u s 
Mu nifio an. 
This o riginal Cu rtana wn> the magic 
weapo n o f Ogier the Dane, bo ld knight 
o f Charlemagne’s mo st warlike day s. 
Ou r o wn Cu rtana is in any ease many 
centu ries o ld. It is squ are po inted, with 
the lo o k as tho u gh the po int had Ix en 
bro ken sho rt; lienee po ssibly its name. 
A fine go ld wire co v ers its handle, and 
tin* scabbard is remarkably o rnate. Twc 
o ther swo rds are carried at the co ro na 
tio n e* remo ny —swo rds sy mbo lical o f 
spiritu al and tempo ral ju stice, the first 
with an o btu se po int, the latter sharp 
Cu rtana and these two ju stice swo rds 
are no t o ften called u po n to make a pu b 
lie appearance. It is happily mo re than i 
a half centu ry sm* ** the y wo re last re­ 
qu ired at a co ro natio n, bu t whenev er j 
the so v ereign o pen* parliament in per j 
so n tbe swo rd o f state fir.-t mentio ned b ! 
called fro m its repo se. 
The lo rd may o r s swo rd is ev en mo re i 
familiar to the general pu blic, and no t j 
o nly Lo ndo n, bu t mo st o ther co rpo ra- 
j 
tio us, hav e their « wo rd and swo rd bear­ 
er. 
It is a pictu resqu e su rv iv al o f tin j 
middle ages, which o ne wo u ld regret t*. 
see abo lished—part o f the ritu al o f state i 
cu sto ms, which ritu al is by no means j 
meaningless. 
Pu blic actio n must, o ften 
be o f a figu rativ e character. » Such is tin 
mo de by which the city o f Lo ndo n so me 
times do es ho no r to tho se who hav e ren 
dered the natio n go o d serv ice, presenting 
to them swo rds o f ho no r.

—The Rock River Institute of Home­ 
opathy held its quarterly 
meeting 
Wednesday in Clinton. 
There was a 
good attendance and the clinics and 
papers were exceptionally profitable.

the right arm of Bertie McCaudle of
